The danger which threatened Reno 
has passed away. The pestilent fe'- 
lows who seem to have gained the 
ascendancy in the Workingmen’s 
party have been rapped over the 
knuckles in a way that they will not 
be likely to forget. Every good citi- 
zen inust rejoice that our town has 
been saved from a disgrace that would 
have attracted the attention of the 
whole country had there been an at- 
tempt to carry out the threats uttered 
at the meeting of Sunday night. The 
Werkingmen’s party has not, so far, 
made any official disclaimer of respon- 
sibility for those threats, and until 
that is done people will surely hold 
the party as approving of the spirit 
of lawlessness and riet. Those whe 
publicly engineered that meeting 
were promptly given to understand, in 
a manner that could not be mistaken, 
what the consequences would be to 
themselves should their idiotic threat- 
epings show any signs of ripening 
int action. Only the energy and de- 
termination of. the respectable citizens 
of the town saved us from riot. The 
Workingmen’s party cin take nb 
credit for having shared in the main- 
tenance of law and order. Its officers 
have remained silent. Its executive 
comiiittee met in secret and kept its 
conclusions from the public. It rests 
with that party, or that part of it 
which is not in sympathy with ruffian- 
ism, to convince the citizens of Reno 
that hereafter it would not be fair and 
prudent to consider a member of that 
party a man that should be watched 
by the police.

TOO MANY TRAMPS.

Citizens Meet to Abate the Nuisance 


A Gathering of Representative Keno- 
ites To-day —Sume Strictures Upon 
Town and County Officers—No More 
Foolishness to be Allowed, 


Ever since the news of the incen- 
diary meeting of Sunday night last 
has been sent abroad tramps have been 
flocking into town, hoping to pick up 
plunder in the riot they have naturally 
hoped to sce happen. Last night 
members uf the Safety Committee 
patrolling the streets gave about a 
dozen bad characters sharp notice to 
leave town, among them Jack Weiss, 
the young tough who was discharged 
yesterday in Justice Richardson's 
court on a charge of having garroted 
aman. This same Weiss, watchman 
Ross informed a Gazerre reporter on 
Monday, had fired Chinatown. Watch- 
man Ros: had seen him do it, and 
told the reportgr Weiss was in jail for 
it.. Suffering from a plethora of such 
toughs as Weiss, (and such watchmen 
as Russ who was not, it seems, arrested 
for arson), the best citizens of Reno 
held a meeting at the Academy of 
Mucic to-day, to see what could be 


done to protect the town. The citi- 
zens are getting somewhat weary of 
marching around all night to save 
their property from .hieves and _fire- 
bugs, and are desirous that the officers 
who are paid tu do that work should 
attend to it. 


THE MEETING 


was organized by the election of Frank 
Ball to the chair. Then there was a 
pause, owing to the non-arrival of 
some citizens who were expected, and 
GO. C. Powning snggested that those 
present (nearly a hundred), should 
proceed to business. 

W. R. Chamberlain said that it 
seemed to be the vpinion of observing 
citiz:ns that we are getting a large 
addition to our tramp element. He 
unde:stood it was the object of this 
aeeting tu get rid of the tramps in 
the easiest and most rapid way. That 
pleased him, but even for so worthy 
an object he did not think it would be 
well to gu outside of the law. By 
doing so the citiz-ns would place them- 
solves in the same position as the class 
of men they had been watching and 
bucking against for the past few days. 
He did not think public sentiment 
would approve of any measure of that 
sort. There, seemed, however, to be 
a lack of vigilance on the part of our 
officers, both town and county. They 
neeled to be stirred up toa sense of 
their duty. He moved, therefore, 
tat a formal demand (not a request) 
be made upon our officers to arrest 
every mun who had no visible means 
of support, and, upon conviction these 
fellows should be made to work and to 
sleep in the jail at night. 

Mr. Powning seconded the motion.

Mr. Chamberlaim could see no way 
except that which he had suggested.

-uch premises. He must put his foot 
down upon it. Such a step would 
put the respectable citizens in pre- 
cisely the same position as the men 
who had been recently disturbing the 
town, although the object were a 
praiseworthy one. 

Mr. Lewis was and ever had been 
opposed to mob law. but the citizen» 
had a right to appoint a committee to 
request the Sheriff to deputise any 
number of persons to aid him in keep- 
ing the peace, and the citizens had a 
right to raise money to pay these dep 
uties. He thought immediate action 
was necessary aud that there wa: no 
use to try experiments. No sugges- 
tions to the officers could be stronger 
than their oaths of office. 

Judge Webster agreed with Mr. 
Chamberlain. Officers are, in th 
nature of things, apt to become turdy 
and negligent, and a committee repr - 
senting the substantial citizens of the 
commupity could do much to awaken 
them to a more active disch Oi 
their duties. If the officers should 
‘prove to be unable to deal with th- 
tremp problem, then the citizens could 
act four themselves on the principle 
that self-preservation is the first law 
of nature.

He 
presuined they were hangers-on of 
houses of prostitution. There was an- 
other class, of which the fellow who 
recently ran a lottery on our sircets 
with the sale of soap as an excuse, who 
shonld be attended to, 

United States Attorney Varian ob- 
served that the gentleman who had 
spoken before him seemed to agree 
upon the nature of the evil to be com- 
batted. There also seemed to be an 
impression that the officers should deal 
with it.- But this was an emergency. 
Hundreds of objectionable persous 
were infesting the community, and the 
force of officers had not been increased. 
He suggested that a committee of from 
twelve to twenty prominent citizens 
be appointed, with instructions from 
the meeting to take notice of these 
objectionable characters, and to make 
complaint of them to the District At- 
torney, and have warrants i-sued for 
their arrest. It wouldn't do to wait 
for an officer to swear to the com- 
plaint. 

The District Attorney thought this 
suggestion hit the nail right on the 
head. Let the citizens come forward 
und make complaint. About the 
police court it was freely said that 
there are three or four white men wh» 
could throw a flood of light upon the 
firing of Chinatown, but they hold 
back. 

Judge Gilson said tiat men arrested 
under the Vayrancy Act are not usu- 
ally the sort that care about going tu 
jail. The Sheriff has power to put 
them in the chain gang. Those who 
have friends will pxy their fines under 
these circumstances, and those wh» 
haven’t will get a lesson that will keep 
them from returning to Reno. 

Ike Chambcrlain had a full know!l- 
edge of how prisoners were treated at 
the jail. Those who were taken out 
to work and didn't like it could run 
away. They usually preferred to do 
the light labor required, and return at 
night to enjey the good grub and com- 
fortable lodging provided. They were 
fed quite as well ax anybody. 

Mr. Varian wanted to know if there 
was any law compelling prisoners in 
the county jail to live on roast beef. 

Mr. Chamberlain was not aware of 
any stich legal outrage, but he knew 
that they were treated altogether too 
well, 

W. R. Chamberlain had observed 
that in the treatment of prisoners 
sentences of the Justice were alto- 
gether too light, and that the Sheriff 
and Constable treated the prisoners a> 
if they were pets more than anything 
else.

After some more discussion a com- 
mittee was appointed to demand of 
the officers of the law a more ener- 
yet 'c discharge of their duty in respect 
of vagrants) The committee was al+o 
instructed to*keep an eye out for bad 
characters, and to cause complaints to 
be made out against them.

Sad Railroad Accident.
